Original writ- 
ings are published by a 
few well-known firms 
which ciaim that they lose 
monev on them and do it 
for prestige Cariously, some 
fashionable poets seii bet- 
ter than the average no- 
velist. One gets the im- 
pression that either the 
Hebrew novelist cannot 
catch up with the tastes 
of the reading public. or 
that the average publisher 
does not know where to 
find his authors. Of non- 
fiction. good sales are re- 
ported of standard books 
of reference. A recent de- 
velopment in the book 
trade is the great number 
of paper-backs. some of 
them reprints, which grew 
out of a rivairy between 
two evening newspapers 

Numerous enquiry com- 
mittees have not succeed- 
ed. over the years, in find 
ing out what makes Heb- 
rew ublishing run, of 
stumbie Publishers often 
speak of losses, bul seidom 
reveal how they cover 
them. It seems that a good 
many serious books are 
published with the aid of 
the authors or an interest- 
ed party. 

Meanwhile the once smal! 
number of Hebrew readers 
is increasing daily — wit- 
ness the prestigious in- 
crease in sales popular 
newspapers. This reader is 
different from the cevoted 
scholar or the res table 
father of a family who 
bought books 30 years ago, 
but the book trade is very 
slow at adapting itself to 
the chenging 90 scene. 

“Book cannot 
hasten this i but if 
the Government Informa- 
tion Office is suceessial im 
making the event an an- 
nual feature, the habit may 
induce the publishers and 
the authors to re-conmsider 
their attitude’ to books. 
After all. a solution is ne- 
ver possible until a ques- 
tion is asked often enough 
to make an answer neces-
